this Word of God as it is Life, liveth and cannot 
die; the Word of Goud proceeding of God as that 
Life that lives and cannot die, or fo far become 
ſubje& to Death, as that the Terror of Death which 
dyeth ſhould exert it ſelf into this being of the 
Word of God, as that the Word of God ſhould loſe 
the Virtue and moving Efficacy it contains. The 
Word of God is Life, as it does contain that 
Increaſe which muſt be known the everlaſting In- 
creaſe that can proceed from nothing but what is 
of an everlaſting Kind, Property, ſufficient by a 
Co-operation to. ſend forth che Produce, which 
Produce ſeverally is to be known the Form of the 
Word of God, as the Word of God is to be known 
a Form containing Properties by a Co- operation; 
I ſay, the Iſſue, the Increaſe, the Produce is of 
the ſame Form, and contains the ſame Properties, 
then the Increaſe and Produce of the Word of God 
is made known by the ſpeaking of the Word, a 
proper Produce and Increaſe to co-operate as Wiſe 
dom hath.appointed to bring forth that full and

it for himſelf ; the Miniſtration of God in his firſt 
appearing to Man. given unto him a Scripture 


for his Guide, and for his Rule did thus ſpeak, and - 
theVoice was that of God which unto Man was to - 
be known Chriſt the Wiſdom, the Power, the Love 


of the Father, which Formation of the divine Na- 
ture had for it ſelf a defending Power by which 
there was Communication, Communication made 
ſufficient, tho' this World of Man was not ſo filled
